1, GENERAL BACKGROUND AND PROBLEMS 


As 4s generally known, Saudi Arabia, save for the Aramco Eastern Arabian . 
concession areas, is one of the least developed and exnlored lands in the 
world, The georranhic handicaps, arising from its location in the arid 
belt which includes the Sahara and other desert repions, are such as to make .. 
economic modernization difficult, In all the reaches of the Arabian Penin- 
sula there is not a single permanent river, While dry, it is not al) life- 
less desert, being made up of sandy wastes, bare rocky hills, mountains and 
plateaus interspersed with poor ~razing prounis and scattered oases, 

these ister are frequently located along wadis (dry river-beis) 4n which 
water flows for brief periods during the sparse rains, The southwest corner 
of Aden-Yemen-Asir, with its high mountains and semi-monsoon climate allows for. 
terraced mountain acriculture and also some cultivation in the wadis and the 
coastal plat, : 

Arabia's georraphy presents difficulties surpassing those of most, lands, 
The peninsula, nearly as large as all of the United States east of the Missis- 
sipp!, and the scene of some of the most ancient civilizations, has probably 
never supported a considerable population as a consequence of its arid climte, 
This shortage of water has meant that sottlements in Saudi Arabia are clustered 
about a few widely scattered centers located in the narrow western plain or 
Tihama; east in the hills and divides of the Hejaz and Asir; on the central 
plateau or Nejd and the eastern Persian Gulf area of E1 Hasa, which has 
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several fair size wadi-oasis areas, Unless one has seen the vastness of these 
repions, it is difficult to realize how tiny and isolated are the hebitable lands 
compared +o the endless expanse of eroded mountains, lava flows, stony plateaus, 
gravel plains, rolling sand, hard rock plains, salt flats and dune ridges, 
Interior Arabia has two huge desert areas, the uninhabitable Rub!'al Khali tn 
the southeast and the Nefud in the north center, joined together by a narrow sand 
barrier known as the Dahna, These areas have no known use and unfortumtely 
comprise a creat part of the peninsula's area, This in its inhospitahle geog- 
raphy is one of the prime handicans in the economic development of Sauii Arabia, 
Saudi Arabia is one of the world's proat empty land areas. For centuries 
her population ae in unstable equilibrinn with the few available netural 
resources, Her water supplies were and still are dangerously small, Years 
of drought, such as in the early sé late 1940's, acted as a natural population 
check, Some sources claim that herds were reduecd up to 76% in the early 
1940's, with the subsequent impact of hunger and death upon thoir nomad owners 
and the weakening, in general, of tribal strength, Even if scientific know- 
ledge of Arabian resources existed -- and at this time it does not -- their 
very neagerness -- excluding of] and gas -» would lead to the conclusion that 
Saudi Arabia could not support a population very much denser thin at present, 
Saudi Arabia's population is now ostimated as between four to six million, 
who Tive in largo part around the margins of the peninsula, Her people are 
concentrated in the Asir, Hojaz, Nejd and £1 Hasa repions, 
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As noted in the above sections, Saudi Arabia is deficient in natural 
resources, Unfortunately, her most necessary resource, water, is noticcably 
insufficient, Through field exploration and study,. irformation is being 
built up concerning location of underground water, rainfall, and othor aspects 
of water data, Without such information, it is idle to speak of agricultural 
development and growth-of populated centers, It does not apnear likely that 
Saudi Arabia will ever have more water than that necessary to satisfy her 
minimum needs, The lack of data concerning water, rainfall, floods, etc., 
makes the planning of dams and irrigation works difficult, 

Although still in the process of being explored, Saudi Arabia is held to 
have one of tho largest potential oil reserves in the Middle East, In 1951, 
277,962,605 barrels of crude oi] were produced as compared with 199,546,638 
in 1950, New fields were discovered at Safaniya in the :submergod lands of 
the Persian Gulf and at 'Uthmaniyah, .041 royalty payments probably will 
exceed $150,000,000 for this yoar, This 4s the one resource that Saudi 
Arabia can depend upon and {tis the one hope for any extensive program of 
economic development and social welfare 

To date, Saudi Arabia has not proven to be rich in minerals, . The mine 
at Mahab cl Dahab, operated by the Saudi Arabian Mining Syndicate, produces 
about “$1,000,000 worth of gold concentrates yearly plus small amounts of 
silver, lead and copner, This mine of the. Saudi Arabian Government, locited 
near Muwaih, is still in the process of being studied, It is reputed to be 
potentially rich but this remains to he seen, Some other minerals, such as - 
salt, are Imown to exist in marketable quantities, Due to poor interior . 


transportation facilities, uncertain government policies and other difficulties, 
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these are not exploited, One of the needs of Arabia is a more thorough know- 
ledge of hor minoral weelth, | In the past, prospectors were unwelcome, This 
attitude in part has changed with the vest explorations carried on by ARANCO, 


Howover, miny trons stil] remain but little known, 


The extension and expinsion of aerioulture in Savid Arabia are limited by,’ 


among other things, scarce voter resources, sm]] aréa of ciltivable lands, a 
poor network of intra and inter regional transrortation, inadequate techniques, 


poor selection of wertotics, Jack of any technicn? aid and advice, Lack of 


educational or extension facilities, The country docs not produce sufficient 


food for its people Gr-at quantitics must be imported yearly. In the 

. . «4. exchange ed 
past, when foreign/was lacking for the purchrse of imported food, famine was 
not unknown, ‘Even now hor people are poorly nourished and many live on the 
barest of mrgins, 

The extension and improvement of agriculture in Saudd Arabia fe a prime 
need, However, it cannot be ovcr-ommhasized that the difficultios confront- 
ing the technician are very great, Considering the complicated nature of 
the Seudi Arabian agricultural picture, spectacular results are not Likely. 
Only patient understanding study and a carofully planned program can havo ‘a 
long-run effect, :

development program, Saudi Arabia lacks everything from tr:ined carpenters 
to competent administrators, This is 1 condition not onsily overcome, 

The conditions under which the great majority of people ‘live in Saudd 
Arabia are very poor, The Inck of piped water in towns and cities 4s serious, 
Were ‘it not for tho'dryness of the climte ani the great hent of the sun this 
would be an-even tore serious problem, The low level of nourishment weakeris 
the Saudi Arabians in thoir struggle against the edverse edreumstances of © 
their lives, 

The ‘Inek of hospi'nis, clinics, doctors, dentists, mid-wives, cte,, in 
all but the larger cities means thet preat mmbors of pcople are born, live 
and die without medical or dental care, While no statistics exist to prove

attitude is 1 result of the Moslem faith with the fatalistic acceptance of 
conditions, 

The somi-fouial, autocratic, nature of Soudd. Arabia presents difficulties 
in tho way of cconomie development, The King, while reputed]y an absolute 


monarch, rules through his sons, advisors and ministers, The power shifts 


from time to time from one group to another, Especially is this true as the 


King ages. The problems 1s to who is to succeed him prows serious, He has 
designated the Crown Prince to succeod him, but only the future will tel] how 
successful this measure will be, Despite the fact that power is apparently 
eininiedte the King, decisions of pioat importance are frequently made by his 
Ministers and others, This is o natural result of the fact that the country 
has an official capital at Riyadh, a religious capital at Mecea and an unoffi- 
cial capital at Jidda, Simple requests can become lost dn the maze of 
bureaucratic procedures between Jidda, Mecca and Riyadh, 
The Minister of Finance has greater authority than the other Ministers, 
He is sabahie of making decisions but is frequently unavailable, spending 
much time in Riyadh, As non-lMoslems cannot go to Mecen and as Riyadh is 
shut save on invitation from the SAG, the normil daily intercourse possible 
in most countries between Mission members and the government officials does

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The Saudi Arabian Government has been steadily moving forward in its 
transportation-comminicntion program, It is handicapped by difficult land 
formtions and s1so by the very sparse population, To join widely separated, 
thinly sottled regions is a costly undertaking, Perhaps, as the population 
grows, such facilities will become economically justified, At this time, 
the amount of inter-regional exchange is so small as to make construction 
of roads, etc,, 1 very expensive proposition, However, for the first time 
in its history, Sudi Arabia has the wealth with which to construct eomm- 
nicntion facilities, This country is, for the first timo in the modern ora, 
unified under one regime, Consolidation, however, is only in the process 
of occurring ani unless care is exercised, fragmentation could occur once 
again, Her widely separated regions must be Jinked together, Grenter econo~ 
mic exchange can then gradually develop, In this way, in time, Saudi Arabia 


will have a sounder basis than at present upon which to organize a modern state,

The Technical Cooperation Administration and the Saudi Arabian Government 
signed a General Agreement on January 17, 1951, Negotiations are currently 
under way between the two Governments in the fields of:

Public Administration and Government Services, 
Economic Development

At this time the Point 4 Program in Saudi Arabia carries on cooperative 
relationships with the host government through the Liaison Office for Technical 
Assistance, This office is part of the Ministry of Finance and is directly 
controlled by the Assistant Deputy Minister of Finance, The aim of this 
office is to work closely with TCA in planning, coordinating, and carrying out 
the economic development progress, 

These functions are in the process of development, The Office hns only 
recently been organized, Hence, it has not played an important role in the 
formation of the program now in operation, However, it 1s already function- 
ing cotively in bringing U. § Teehntetans in contact with the proper govern-__ 
ment officials, aiding in the trainee grant program, providing information con- 
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cerning the resources and needs of Saudi Arabia, and the economic developnent 
propram of the Snudi Arabian Government, and seeking to organize in the Saudi 
Arabian Government organisms to carry on Point 4 work in the several ministrics 
and departments, . 

As the Liaison Office develops, it is intended that 1t shall function as 
a planning agency, Its organization mst proceed slowly as Saudi Arabia is 
a som-feulal state and lacks most of the departments of a modern state, Up 
to the present time, the Saudi Arabian Govestment has had the loosest sort of 
dientestion, Fiscal and monetary controls have been most elementary, Only 
as the country organizes Ministries and moves away from personal control by 
the King and his ministors and the royal favorites will it be possible for the 
Liaison Office to evolve into an effective planning and action ngency, | 

Loenl currency required by TCA operations in Saudi Arabia is obtained 
through the United States Embassy, The TCA administration is therefore not 
directly involved in transactions with local people or with the Saudi Aenbian 
Government, This arrangement is necessit-ted by the fact that there is ‘3 


joint or counterpart fund yet created to denl with the nroblom,

The following is a brief deseription of the other technical assistance 
proprams operating in Saud deabta, , 

There dg a teom of Wordd Hoolth Orpesil enon technicians located in Juaa 
studying the malaria problem in this region, Thoy have done field work in nen 
around sade and also in Wadi Fatima, As Point 4 does not yet have 2 program 
operating in health and sanitation, there have sad no formal relations with 
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experts, However, a number of meetings have been held with them and aspects 
of thelr progran Mitel. They have shown an interest in Point. 4 and 
doubtless will prove cooperative and helpful to Point 4 technicians working 
in health and Patisies| ' 

The prime efforts of the Food and Aericulture Organization of the United 
Nations have been expended 4n the Asir, Cooperation between these technicians 
and those of the TCA Natural Resources Fiold Party has been close, Point 4 
geolopists and a hydraulic engineer have done basic work in mapping, geological 
studies, examination of possible water well locations, dam sites and areas 
that might be irrigsted, This information has enabled the Fi.0 to plan for the 
eventual establishment of an agricultural school and experiment station and the 
construction of a dam to provide water for irrigation purposes, FAO has agree- 
ments with the Saudi Arabian Government to provide up to 18 technicians, most 
of whom would be engaged in work in the Asir, Up to now this Fi0-Point 4 
cooperation his been fruitful and ought to continue so in the future, 

FAO 4s confronted with the problem of being dependent on the Saudi Arabian 
Government financially if such projects are to be carried to complotien, They 
have relatively smal] amounts of money and thus face a real difficulty if the 
Government does not contribute ndequate sums, The FAO has also a date 
specialist who is to study various aspects of date growing and mirketing, 

He intends to carry on his work on the abandoned lands af the old experiment 
station at Hofuf,

The Field Mission of Public Administration and Covermmeni, Sorvices has 
been in operation in Saudi Arabia since July, 1951, functioning under the 
General Agreement and the Project Agreement as of Septe: ber 25, 1951, Its 
purpose is to advise and assist the Saudi Arabian Coverment in the improve- 
ment of its cvrrency, the better organization and administration of its 
firancial system, the reorganization of the customs practices and precedures, 
drawing up new tariff regulations and rate: and the ircrovement and revision 
of budgetary practices, 

Specific objectives relate to : (1) Providing a plan to ir prove and 


stabilize the 


Stabilize the Saudi Arabia Currency; (2) A plan of organization to central- 
ize and contre) ther ceivts and disbursements of the Government; (3) A 

plan to systeratize the exnenditure of Government revenues; (4) Improved 
custors regulations and vrocedurec; (5) A new tariff law and schedvle of 
rates; (6) Inproved systems of acccunts and budget procedures end precticcs 
in all Goverment Doportuents; (7) Development of modern systens of statistic 
collection and reporting, 

The Saudi Arabian Goverment, in Figeal Year 1952, deronstrated cooper= 
ation and irtere t in the Project and has accepted and acted in accordance 
with recommendations of the Mission, The Monetary Agency is in operation, 

The Goverment has r ceived a study of a new cv tins organization and 

accor panyiny detailed procecwes, The project of a nev tariff law and schedule 
(yo, 

of duties is conpleted and will be preserted for study to the Goverrment, In 

FY-53 it is hoped that both the revised evstoms and tariff regulations and 

procedurce will be put into op ration, A waior scart has been ade in the 

direction of an improved financial, customs, tariff and budget reorganization 

for Saudi Avabia, However, much rersins to be core, Saudi Arabian Government 

problems increase yoarly and tho urgency for iodernization necessitates 


continued aid on the lines owtlinced above, 


As -tho SAG 
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As the SAG grows aware of the nature of its problems in sdministrotion 
and finance, it will turn increasingly, os it his in the past, to forcign 
technicians for puidance. The present mission provides this orientation and 
thus tends to build up 2 body of practices and administration sympathetic to 
ou policy, It is obvious that such direction, carried out by experts of 
different persuasion, might have results quite in contrast to those now taking 
place, This Mission, potentially one of great moment, has already achieved 
noteworthy changes, It is likely that with time, its influence will grow 


even prenter, 


Natural Resources 

The Ficld Mission for "Natural Resources has been in operation in Saudi 
Arabia since December, 1950, as a result of a request by the SAG for aid in 
the development of their witer rosources, The Mission's functions are to 
study the geology of Western Arabia, map the rrea, locate potential wells, aid 
in drilling test and water wells, and study the metallic and non-metallic 
mineral resources of Arabia, The great interest of tho SAC in this work is 
shown by the surport they hive supplied through furnishing not only office space 
and equipment, housing and furnishings, Jocal transportation and necessary 
personnel; but rlso in substantial expenditures for machinury, rigs, automotive 
equipment, etc,, in order to put into effect the recommendations of the Mission, 

The Mission has spent mich time and effort in exploratory studies aimed at 
supplying increased quantities of water for many of Arabia's cities and settled 
areas, Ina country which is juct learning modern water use and conservation, 
the fact thot the Mission gives fina) approval to well location, works toward 


the growth of a rational water program, With » very limited supply of water 
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and with the demind for it rowing constantly, only through applying modern 
techniques can mximum usage be obtained, For FY-53, a greatly cxpanded 

test and water woll drilling program hus been outlined with the SAG making a 
heavy investment in field equipment, This program will be under the techni- 
cal direction of the Chief of the Ficld Group, Upon this progrem, the growth 


of Saudi Arabian urban centers and apricultural arcas Jargely depends, 


Transportation_ond Comminientions 

This Ficld Mission, planned for FMiseal Yoar 1953, is to advise and assist 
the SAG in the development and improvement of its transportation and conmuni- 
eations. The main job will be to see thet » survoy of the railway route 
from Riyadh to Jidda is made which will enable the SAG to place bids for the 
construction of 2 railroad between the two abova named cities, Studies and 
recommendations will 2lso be mide for planning public ronds, including farm to 
market roads, 

TCA assistance will be provided through the furnishing of a technical 
staff and also through bearing o shore of the cost of the rnilrond survey, 
Tt seems to be likely that technical aid in the gonernl field of transporta- 
tion and communications will require two or three years to carry out the most 
basic elements of development in this vital field, SAG interest indicates 
this to be an area where the host government's contribution will increase with 


time, 


Biueation 
The Field Mission for education functions under the General Agreement 
and a specific request of the SAG for technical assistance, The prime effort, 
of the program is in modernization and organization of vocational and commer- 
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cial schools and the selection of candidates for the traince-lrnder grant 
program, 

A comercial school hes been orpanized at Jidda to provide basia business 
education ard will open the beginning of September, 1952, Currently, there 
ds a grent Jack in Soudi Arabia of people qualified to work in business offices, 
Hence, it is hoped that this school will fill this necd, Another school is 
planned in E1 Hasa and possibly an agricultural school will be started later, 

Tho SAG has also manifested interest dn tho reorganization and moderni-~ 
zation of vocational schools, Equipment has been bought to help mike the 
vocational school in Jidda one of the best equipped in the Middle Hast, With 
the growth of the d11 economy, and subsequent boom conditions in the Saudi 
Arabian cities, there is great lack of all types of mechanics, skilled workers 
and aie’: The few voextional schools existing at this time are defi- 
elent 15 to orpanizetion and equipment and cannot be expected to meet Saudi 
Arabian needs, In 211 types of schooling, the young Saudi Arabian is placed 
at a disadvantage in comparison with youth coming better equipped from other 
countries, It has been recommended that 2 vocational school be organized at 


Damman in El Hasa, 
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The Field Mission for Health and Sanitation in Saudi Arabia will ndvise 
and assist the SAG in extending and expanding sgauncd health services and 
disease control operations, 

The drawing up of a Program and specific projects awaits the arrival of 
the Meld Chief, He was not in Soudi Arabia when this annual plan of work 
was drawn up, 
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Grent need exists in Saudi Arabia for an enlarged public health prorran, 
Infectious and contagious disenses are common with meager facilities available 
in most areas to deal with them, The problem grows more neute 1s Saudi 
Arabian urban centers grow with the subsequently inerensed burdon on the alrendy 
inadequate services, The Governnont is interested in expanding ani molernising 
the existing facilities but needs the best advice and direction obtainable to 
do so, 

The establishment of training centers in one or more cities will be a 
prime objective of the program, Through this system, Saudi Arabia will in 
the future be able to meet more of her public health needs than she can at 
present, 

No program could have a more profound effect on Saudi Arabia than this one 
in public henlth, Without a healthy people, a modern economy cannot develop, 
TCA aid and assistance is therefore of peramount importance, Discase knows no 
sedate, A poople suffering from disease cannot build the inner strength 
to resist threats +o its security both intcrnal and external, The SAG has 
shown interest in betterine its people's health condition,. Aid through 


Point IV should give impetus to this urge,

Saudi Arabia imports the greatest part of its foodstuffs, If the country 
is to pnin a preater degree of self-sufficiency in the future and also provide 
a richer diet for her people, much must be done in the ficlds outlined above, 
If better varictics of crops were planted and better cultivating techniques 
used, the resultant rise in output would help lift the dangerously low living 
standard of the farmer, 

It is planned that the TCA Mission of experts will act as a stimulus to 
Saudi Arabian agriculture, By raising the living standards of the cultivator 
and perhaps enabling some nomadic groups to settle on the lend through the 
oponing of a number of new areas to cultivation, this program will help the SAG 


to broaden the base of the economy now vitually dependent on oil, 


Point 4 activities ere definitely being developed so that they may be 
inteerated into the country's own program, This is illustrated by the results 
of the work done so far by the sovern] ficld parties, The Public Administra 
tion ond Government Services Field Party has proposed revised regulations in 
such fields as monetary and currency controls, customs and tariff adminis- 
tration, and the budget, Specific recormondations and procedures are presented 
to tho Saudi Arabian Governnent, The experts arc on hand to aid the proper 
sections to carry into effect the proposals, Thus the changos become in¢or- 
porated into the fabrie of the country and are not merely recommendations of 
foreign experts, 

The end results of the Natural Resowtces Field Party are the same. By 


surveying, mpping, and working up basic geoloric:] and water data, 2 long-term 


propran 
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prosran can be evolved, by the Sauii Arabians, Much yet remuins to be done 
in theso fields, However, on completion of such work, the government will be 
able to go ahend with its ow program, As in all cases mich denends on the 
cameity of the povernment to use this information intelligontly, The lack of 
Saudi Arabian technicians in those arens presents difficulties, Only in time 
will such be able to be educated, Since its beginning, the work of this group 
has beon a part of the coumtry's program, and it will continue so in the future, 
By helping improve vocitional schools and by starting commercial schools 
with local help, the Education Field Party works within the framework of the 
Saudi Arabian educational system, The help is modest and purnosely so, Local 
self help is sought with the intention of stimulating other comnittecs to 
start and improve their own schools, It is hoped that the commercial sued 
in Jidda will be able to operate entirely on its own funds by 1954, In this 
way, it will be a benefit to the city and will continue after Point 4 aid is 


withdrawn, 


A community program is contemplated for an area in Saudi Arabia, with 
$500,000 in funds recently suthorized to the TCA program in addition to money 
previously allocated, The proposed program will require ten ndditional U.S, 
technicians, 

The major undertaking involyed in the community propram is assigned to 
agriculture, It calls in bricf for work in the following ficlis: Evaluction 
of the local agricultural situation; soil adaptability; water supply; irriga- 


tion; farm drainage; water conservation; land reclamation; ways and means of 


improv§ng' ‘ 
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improving production of farm erops and animals; an agricultural experiment 
station; demonstration locations; insect and disease control; methods of 
improving irrigation; farm cquipments farm to market ronds; mrketing; storngo; 
local processing plants; extension work; training in vocntiona) spriculture; 
equipment and supplies, 

Health end sanitation activities contemplate the development of a henlth 
center procram which will stress prevention of communicable diseases; sanita- 
tion; water supplics; maria control program; propor nutritions health habits 
and health education in genoral, 

The educntional phase will be essentially vocntional and built around 
local needs, esnecislly in sericulture, health and sanitation, 

Natural resources requirements should involve brinving in and the min- 
tenance of water supplies for farm irrigation and for humen and livestock 
consumption, 

Transportation will be concerned with the necds of the aren in this field 
and outlets for imrketing purposes - surveys and construction would largely 


constitute this phase of the progran,

This project is designed to provide an advanced type of International Civil 
Aviation Organization standard, short range,navigation facility, Such a facility 
will give a greater degree of safety; will provide absolute positioning, and will 
reduce the influence of "atmospherics" in air navigation, It will also provide a 
facility for training installation, operation and maintenance technicians in the 
use of very high frequency electronic navigation equipment, and will further proe 
vide a greater degree of safety in air navigation by aircraft operating into

Air transport is perhaps the most effective means of increasing the economic 
advantage of a Nation, A facility of this kind is required and necessary to anticie 
pate and handle adequately the growth of air transport, and to meet the operational 
demands of new and more advanced types of aircraft, The low medium frequency type 
of navigation facilities used now will not provide the precise navigation demands of 
extremely high speed aircraft, 

Visual Omni Range, the present standard, short distance, navigation aid facil-

In general, we were pleased with the material submitted by the various countrics 
e8 basis for FY 1953 Country Program Authorizations and FY 1954 Budget Requests, 
Most countries came fairly close to the August 27 deadline, although in a few cases 
the meterial arrived ten days to tio weeks late, The lete arrivals had the effect 
in turn of delaying the TCA//NEADS presentation, against a rather tight deadline. 


Tn any comments about the naterial, it must be recognized that this wes the first 
tine that country prograus hed been prepared by the field. It wes, therefore, to be 
expected that certain inadequacies would appesr in this first try; any deficiencies 
uust be regarded in that light. Furthermore, it was recognized from the outset that 
it would have been desireble to "guinea pig" the instructions in one or two countries 
for the purpose of ironing out "bugs" in interpretation and in the substance of the 
instructions themselves. 


Comments regarding the submissions may be divided into two categories, a) comuon 
nistakes of interpretations or shortcomings in the sutmissions on the part of the 
countries and, b) shortcomings in the procedure. 


A. Country Subnissions 


Tn several cases, the general tone of the presentation appeared to be that 
oi going through a literary exercise solely for the purpose of providing some material 
requested by Washington, It was the intention of the procedures rather to provide a 
plan for analysis of the problems in the country and through that analysis to emerge 
with a well-thought-through plan of work for FY 1953 and a projection of the activities 
thug outlined, with additions to or subtractions from the FY 1953 program, for FY 1954, 
The product should serve basicelly as a planning document for blocking out the program 
in the country. By submitting to 10i/W it should serve as a feirly thorough state- 
nent, a8 of a particular point in time, of the make-up of the progran; thus esteblish- 
ing « common frane of reference for subsequent discussion between TCA and the fields 
as a by-product - although an important one ~ it would serve as the basis for justific- 
ation to the bureau of the Budget and Congress of the FY 1954 funds requests. 


2. In two cases, the project estimate sheet and the supporting information were 
not subu'tted, The theory unlerlining the recuirements for this detail was that it 
would provide a solid besis for meeting recuests for documentation of the program 
which were not anticipated at the time of the initial request in July. This would 
involve material not brought out in the country summary tables 0-2, 3, 4, etc.. ‘Wo 
exeiples of this requirement which have actually erisen are: 


a. The carryover of FY 1952 funds has become a topic of major impor~ 
tance in discussions with INS, Bureau of Budget, and internally in T0A/W. As a 
result of this emphasis it became necessary to develop a picture of the total 
FY 1953 availability and the programing of the totel eveilability, Infor- 
mation concerning the balances of FY 1952 money was available only in the 
FY 1952 Project Sstimate, 


b. A Congressional Committee has requested detailed information con- 
cerning the neke-up of the Supplies and Equipment component of the FY 1953 Pro- 
gran. Where the project estimate sheet and underlying material were not provided, 
it became necessary to recuest the infornation from the field. It was also nec- 
essery to request this information from the field in the cases of two additional 


countries

it is necessary to account for the full amount of funds requested, although 
estinated basis; the problem of division of various cos’ itens is being met in the 
revised instructions » by providing en "Other" colum for couwmnicetions, rentals, etc. 


4e A wajor difficulty running through most of the submissions was the lack of 
indication of the "whet" and “how" of the projects, ‘this may be the fault of the ins- 
truction in not sufficiently emphasizing the importance of being specific in descript- 
ion of the projects. In some instances rather large sums of money were justified only 
by a paragraph on the need and ea siatement to the effect that we would provide tech- 
nical aid and assistance in the subject field. 


5, ‘The sample Annex C-2 "Summary of Programs by Major Projects and U.S. Contrib- 
utions" listed the major ficlds and one sub-field as follows: 


100, Agriculture, forestry end Fisheries 
110, eee 


It was indicated thet the in@ividual projects be listed under each field of act~ 
ivity. In some cases, the projects were not listed, and figures were given only for 
the field of activity total. 


B. Procedures 


1. While it was attempted to anticipate most of the auestions which night arise 
in the budge! presentation, several new questions cane to the front after the procedures 
were prepared, which should be taken into account in the revision: 


a. FY 1952 carryover: in addition to knowing simply the balance, (which 
should be defined as “un-sub-obligeted" belence), informetion should 
be wade available regarding the initiel amount and obligations and 
expenditures ageinst thet amount, 


b. The presentation should be related to program and project agreewents 
during the previous fiscal year and the anticipated program and project 
agreenent for the current yeer. 


c. The relationship to miltileteral progrems and projects and coordination 
with multilateral agencies should be developed more fully. 


a. The fiscal arrangements for handling our progrem agreenent funds should 
be spelled out, 


e. There is a tendency to include under Program Direction items which are 
difficult to attribute to specific fields of activities but which should

‘ 9, ‘The underlying assumption that technicians will be attached to specific pro- 
jects has led in some cases to unwarranted division of techniciens ani caused sane — 
difficulty in some countries. It will probably be desirsble to treat the U.S, tech- 
nicians as a separate budget item within each field of activity. ‘The project estimate 
sheet can be simplified by removal of this item, Similarly, trainees might well be 
given separate treatment, ratherf *hen being identified under specific projects. 
Several countries solved this difficulty very setisfactorily by having a separate 
"technician" project under each field of activity, 


3. ‘Two or three coumtries reported difficulty in detenining what was meant by 
"trainees". They assumed-rightly-that this meant persons wider the training program 
who were sent outside of the country for training, This point is being clarified. 


4, There have been a number of comments to the effect that the outline was rep- 
etitive. This is a valid criticism, although a certein amount of repetition is nec- 
essary in summarizing projects into fields of activity and fields of activity into 
country programs, The difficulty arises in pert from the orgenization of the material 
which takes each step of the analysis and covers all fields of activity across the 
board, and then proceeds to the next step of analysis with the same process, ‘The 
presentation can be simplified by analyzing one field of activity or project at a 
time.
